The editor of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR ean talk 
from experience in this matter, both because he has 
introduced this method into his own parish with great 
success, and because he has heard from many priests 
to whom we supply envelopes for this two-fold col- 
lection. 

It does not seem to be generally understood that a 
packet of twelve envelopes, properly dated, is handed 
to the parishioner at one time. He pledges himself to 
give twelve times during the year;"hence there is no 
collection omitted because of for getfulness or because 
he did not have an envelope. He may give these twelve 
contributions withing five or six months’ time, or he 
may give them en the Sunday which is assigned for 
the monthly collection. Care is taken to place a pack 
of these envelopes in the hands of ev ery wage-earner 
even if there be three or four in one family; they all 
give something to the parish church and a smaller 
amount to take care of extra parish charities. From 
the money given in the pocket for “extra parish chari- 
ties” a better-than-usual contribution may be paid by 
the pastor to the Chancery for the Indian and Negro 
Missions, Peter’s Pence, the University, etc.; and the 
pastor will likely have something left to take eare of 
charity calls within the parish for which no regular, 
parish funds are available. 

This is the only systematic method in vogue in 
this country which enlists the co-operation of all par- 
ishioners, and it is well worth a trial by the Catholic 
clergy.
